DETAILED ACTION 

1 . We acknowledge the applicant's response dated 3/3/2003. Claims 90 and 93-1 14 are 
pending in this application. 

2. In view of the newly submitted EDS dated 3/3/2003, the application is still allowable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 90 and 93-1 14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After an amendment 
of the claims, the examiner could find no prior art comprising a device for immobilizing a 
primary instrument including a base, sized and shaped to be secured about a burr hole in a skull 
and coupled to the base, including a stabilizer to engage the instrument inserted through the bur 
hole, the stabilizer including a movable member to define an opening sized and shaped to 
immobilize the instrument with respect to the burr hole. The applicant's device comprises a base 
comprising a lip to receive and support at least a portion of the stabilizer and a ring defining an 
access lumen. The movable member includes a hinged member including a cam that is hingedly 
coupled to the disk, and a catch that engages the disk to restrict movement between the movable 
member and the disk to clamp the instrument. There is no prior art containing all of these 
elements.
